gilding of the buffalo nickels is allow­ 
able under the la^f."

Prem ier 
Glremykln has apparently decided not 
to grant reform s urged by the duma. 
Moreover, progressives cannot hope 
to obtain these changes through

reactionaries’ 
voluntary 
retirem ent 
from- the councils of state. 
The pre­ 
mier Tias returned to Petrograd from 
the Czar’s field headquarters, where 
he explained to the ruler what 
the 
dum a’s 
reform 
program 
proposed. 
Simultaneously, the government 
an­ 
nounced that it considered this pro­ 
gram 
untimely. 
“The 
governm ent” 
means bureaucracy. Sometimes 
the 
term also means the Czar; sometimes 
it does not. 
The presumption, how­ 
ever, Is that this time It includes the 
Czar. 
Goremykin apparently succeeded in 
winning him away 
from 
reform , at 
least for the preesnt. 
But the next 
man to get the Czar's ear may undo 
Goremykin’s work, especially if the 
Teutons continue their advance. 
Un­ 
doubtedly the Czar realizes partly at 
least., just, how far bureaucracy 
has 
been responsible for the Russian 
de­ 
feats. 
But it does not follow that the 
Czar m ust turn to a new democracy 
as the only alternative. 
On the con­ 
trary, lie may reassert his own auto­ 
cratic power, which the bureaucrats 
have largely undermined. 
In fact, lie 
is probably going to do this, counting 
on the loyalty of the peasant class to 
support and sustain him. 
Bureaucracy may favor such a move 
tem porarily, as tending to check the 
demands of the liberals. 
Moreover, a 
stiffening resistance 
to 
the German 
onslaught, since the Czar succeeded 
to the chief command 
in 
place 
of 
Grand Duke Nicholas, favors his pre­ 
tensions to such a method. 
But the Czar cannot play absolutist 
if the Teutons continue to advance 
The liberals will be vastly assisted in 
their plans to democratize Russia 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg serf 
ously threatens Petrograd.

Santa Ana has been demand­ 
ing that the P. E. extend its line east 
on Fourth street to the city limits as 
was contemplated when the P. E. got 
its franchise ten or twelve years' ago.. 
Recent developm ents at Santa Ana 
have not been encouraging to those in

Monday an ad­ 
visory committee of citizens urged the

All Records In Yield of Wheat 
In the Three States 
Broken 


PORTLAND, Sept. 16.—The Pacific 
Northw est 
this 
year 
gathered 119,- 
200.000 
bushels of grain, 
compared 
with 111,400,000 bushels last year, the 
greatest grain crop In tho history of 
the Pacific Northwest. 
These figures 
have been compiled by an expert for 
the Portland Journal. 
The harvest 
has been practically completed In the 
three States, although a sm all area is 
yet to be cut. 
The size of the wheat crop is sur­ 
prising, as In July the estim ate of the 
harvest placed the yield at 66,OOO.OOi^ 
bushels. 
This estim ate was at the 
time considered IOO high, but the ac­ 
tual harvest shows a total yield of 69,- 
100.000 luisheis In the three states, or 
,300,000 greater than the July esti­ 
mate. 
The yield 1b 8,300,000 greater 
than that of 1914, which breaks all rec­ 
ords for a wheat crop in the history 
this great granary of the United 
States.

“We have been criticised 
in

m anagem ent of the canal because we 
have interfered with business in Pan 
ama, but when I last saw Mr. Taft I 
told him he made a m istake because 
he didn't take it all. 
The Panama Canal is big because 
of its magnitude and the country in 
which it is constructed.

would prefer to just answ er questions 
as I have an ax to grind, I will tell 
you some of our problems.

Hie course of the past year. 
The six 
are the rem nant of the crew of the 
cockle boat Daiyei Mum, sixty tons, 
which left Japan in June, 1914. Osten­ 
sibly tile craft was 
headed 
for 
the 
North Pacific fishing 
grounds. 1 She 
carried an abundant stock of rice, soy 
and other Japanese foods. 
W recked on the Rocks 
Right from lier home port tho Dai- 
yei’s troubles began. 
Battered bi bari 
weather she had to put hack for re­ 
pairs before getting out of sight of 
land. 
On the second attem pt twenty 
days out the captain died. Forty-three 
days out while rough weather contin­ 
ued, Unimak Island, In the Aleutian 
chain, was readied. 
A 
submerged 
roek, as the sailors 
endeavored 
to 
make a landing, 
tore tile Dsiyei to 
pieces. 
The sailors were thrown on 
the shore and into the hands, of a par­ 
ty of Eskimos. The natives were kind 
and made themselves 
hosts 
to the 
refugees from that day, August 19, 
until May 5. 
In the spring the Eski­ 
mos started on their annual trip to 
the m ainland to get ammunition and 
fishing gear. A storm drove them hack 
and the son of the Japanese captain 
was drowned.

TO ITS HISTORY 


Federal and State Prison Au­ 
thorities Now In Actual 
Co-operation 


WASHINGTON, Sept. IC.—Two new 
interesting 
and 
im portant features 
have been added to the history of tho 
convict phoblem in tho United States, 
viz: Actual co-operation between state 
and federal authorities in care and 
management of state convicts and tho 
application, on a large scale, of the 
honor system of governm ent to negro 
convicts. 
This work is about to he 
taken up by the authorities of Fulton 
county, Ga., and the Office of Public 
Roads, of the Departm ent of Agricul 
lure. 
After a year’s study of convict 
labor conditions throughout the coun­ 
try as applied to road building, J. E. 
Pennypacker, chief of tile above divi­ 
sion, and Ii. S. Fairbank, highway en­ 
gineer, who will be in actual charge 
of tho work, have completed plans for 
the establishm ent of a portable road 
building camp within the next few 
weeks. 
Unlike 
most 
convict camps, tho 
buildings are to lie constructed on tile 
portable plan and models for use at 
exhibitions and country fairs have just 
been completed at the bureau. 
They 
are so arranged that the sides can lie 
readily taken out and screens substi­ 
tuted, and besides the bunk 
rooms 
there will be tile kitchens, showers, 
and a recreation room. 
The sanitary 
work lias been planned by Passed As­ 
sistant Surgeon \f. P. Draper of the 
Public H ealth Service* and is pat­ 
terned after the method employed in 
arm y camps. 
There will be fifty convicts in the 
camp, who will do all the work of as­ 
sembling the buildings 
and 
striking 
them 
whenever 
it 
is 
necessary to 
move. It is believed that one day will 
he sufficient to make or break camp, 
so carefully arid ingeniously have the 
buildings been constructed. 
Officials claim a three-fold m erit for 
their program: 
First, it is beneficial 
mentally, morally and physically for 
the convicts; second, it saves the state

T h e annual m eeting of the A m eri­ 
can B ar A ssociation alw ays draw s to ­

zine article sta te s that many corpor­ 
ation atto rn ey s m ake it a practice to 
tra p judges Into m aking errors, which 
afterw ard can be used for the purpose 
of securing new trials. 
T he m aking of statu tes and prece­ 
d ents to ad ap t law to modern busi­ 
ness needs will he the work of m ani 
years. 
In many respects the existing! 
stan d ard of legal ethics seem s to the 
laym an to be wrong. 
The m axim that 
an attorney is justified in using all 
legal m eans to secure the release of 
a client whom he knows or believes 
to be guilty Is one of many principles 
th a t seem s to the laym an to conceal 
a vital sophistry. 
T here are m any puzzling questions 
th a t need redefinition. 
For instance. 
it m ay be clear th at a m an owes a 
perfectly just debt. 
Yet if th e debt 
h as passed beyond the sta tu te of lim ­ 
itations, the law yers would probably 
fight the case, and do th eir 
best 
to 
save th e client from paym ent of the 
debt. 
It may be legally right, but if 
th e defendant escapes paym ent of a 
ju st debt, has not a m oral w rong been 
com m itted? 
T h ere are thousands of 
cases w here it seem s to the laym an. 
as it did to the sp eak er who addressed 
th e B ar A ssociation, th at law needs 
ad ju stm en t to the conditions of m od­ 
ern life.

RURALSCHOOLS 


Dr. T hom as D. W ood, of C olum bia 
U nivrsity, m akes th e sta te m e n t, in th e 
last num ber of th e Jo u rn al of E duca­ 
tion, th a t the ru ra l school is the w orst 
type of building in th e com m unity. H e 
says th a t ru ral schools a re less well 
adapted to th e ir purpose th an prisons, 
asylum s, and alm houses. 


S tatem en ts like th ese m ay sound 
ex aggerated, y et in 
a 
g reat m any 
ru ral com m unities 
all 
in terested in 
schools know th ere is som e tru th in 
them . 
It would be a good idea, now 
th a t school w ork has begun, for the 
p aren ts to happen around and con 
sid er thoughtfully how' far these con­ 
d itio n s are an obstacle in th e w’ay of 
developing healthful young people. 
M any country schools m aintain san ­ 
itary conditions 
th a t 
none but the 
•most ignorant parents would to lerate 
on th e ir own prem ises. T he excuse is 
given th at all kinds of children attend 
the school, and th a t m any of I hem 
have unclean 
habits. 
Probably th e 
real trouble is th a t many teachers dis­ 
like to deal w ith such fundam entals 
of conduct. 
It is quite as im portant 
th at a child learn to be cleanly as to 
learn to perform exam ples in partial 
paym ents. 
M any teachers are careless about 
ventilation. 
If they happen to be a 
little anaem ic and unaccustom ed to 
outdoor life, they 
feel 
shivery th e 
m om ent a cool day com es. 
T hey then 
close up windows and doors and work 
w ith th e ir little charges in a box for 
the re st of the season. 
No w onder 
they all get 
colds 
and 
som etim es 
m ore serious infections. 


W here country children are sc a t­ 
tered around at sm all schools, th ere 
is specially liable to he neglect. P a r­ 
ents n ev er visit the building from one j 
y ear to another.

Under the new grading pack­ 
ed lemons are worth $1.75 a box, loose 
lemons, $1.25 and juice 75 cents, a 
box. Another car of Jonathan apples 
made its appearance in Los Angeles 
yesterday and tile pack was sold at 
$2.00 and $2.25 a box, depending upon 
quality and size. The best grade of 
Beilefleurs has been advanced to 95 
cents and $1.00 a box and 
Graven- 
steins have been eliminated from the 
list. 
In an effort to get rid of their 
over-supply of quinces several of the 
larger produce dealers reduced their 
prices to 45 and 50 cents a lug, but 
buying interest was lacking even at 
the lower quotations. Among the veg­ 
etables corn has been increasing in 
value rapidly of late due to a con­ 
stantly decreasing supply.

For an exciting and beautiful trip 
one should take the coast road from 
Los Angeles to San Francisco.

last Tuesday afternoon Rev. Win. J. 
Burtscher, with Prof. L. O. Adams and 
Rev. A. B. W aldrep, started in a Reo 
fifth on the trip. 
It took about four 
days to make the trip and stopping 
over at the places of most interest. 
One would not have to ride very tar 
with Rev. Burtscher to tell that he 
was a careful and competent driver. 
He came thrrough without a single ac­ 
cident. and not even a blowout, and 
across some very rough roads. At one 
point the brakes were not working 
good, so we stopped al a garage and

fellows. 
However, at 
tim es they seem indispensable. 
The first night ot our journey we 
stopped with Mr. A. II. Argebright.

beautiful home, and for one to eat the 
good cooking of 
his 
gracious wife 
would certainly give him a desire to 
go to this home again. 
The second 
day we passed through the beautiful 
little town of Carpentaria and had a 
short stay with Rev. Robin Gould and 
family. 
The next stop we made of 
any consequence was Santa Barbara, 
a fine little town by the sea, and I 
might say Just here that no one could 
ask for a better road from Los An­ 
geles 
to 
Santa Barbara. 
But after 
leaving this last mentioned town we 
made the trip, following the coast, by 
Gaviota, and it was through this sec­ 
tion of the country we struck some 
road that was almost impassible. 
We 
had a vacant seat, and 
our 
driver 
(Rev. 
B urtscher) 
picked up every 
tram p on the road lie could carry. 
It 
was real interesting to hear the differ­ 
ent stories of these tramps. 
At one 
point we picked up a young man who 
was a high-school boy from Silenas. 
He had been to Ix>s Angeles trying to 
find work, and after failing to get any 
he started tow ards home on foot with 
60 cents in his pockets. 
He had been 
sleeping on the ground at night, with­ 
out a blanket, and had been managing 
some way to get something to eat. 
Our 
driver, who was a big-hearted 
fellow, always shared the goods things 
to eat with his friends. 
After spending the second night at 
Santa Maria we set out for the little 
town of San Luis Obispo, but before 
reaching this place some one gave us 
the wrong directions and caused us to 
get off the highway, consequently, we 
passed a little town by the name of 
“Edna,” and some of the worst roads 
Imaginable. 
In some places it was 


I necessary for all to get out and neip 
| the machine get through 
the 
deep 
sand. 
We soon found out we were off 
the highway, because the horses be­ 
came frightened at the machine, and 
in a few instances came near running 
away. 
At one point on this road the 
horse would have run away with some 
ladies had not one of the men in our 
party given some assistance. 
I wish 
to say just here that it would be well 
for all tourists to keep off this road, 
because Edna is a wet town and about

The third night we s>-env tn the 
mountains 
of 
.Tolon, a small 
town 
twenty miles from the railroad, wit!) 
an elevation of over 1000 feet. 
Thi« 
was a typical country town, with one 
hotel, and th at connected with a bar. 
We got away from this place as early 
as )H>ssible the next morning, leaving 
before breakfast. 
At noon that day 
we took dinner with Mr. A. II. Cody at 
Atascado, one of the most beautiful 
places on the trip. 
This is a place 
where a colony of w riters have settled, 
andthe very atm osphere was invigor­ 
ating to us. 
After another 
day's 
journey 
we 
passed 
through 
Santa 
Cruz 
and 
reached the little town of Ben Lomed, 
where another colony of writers have 
located for inspiration. 
We spent the 
night 
here with Mr. Edgar Nye, a 
nephew- of Ben Nye. 
From here we 
went to see the Big Trees, and some 
of the most wonderful things mortal 
eye has ever seen were 
witnessed 
here. 
One man in Hie party when he 
saw the big trees fell down flat on 
his back and expressed a desire to be 
left alone. At this point we met Prof. 
Hill, the m aster artist, who was paint­ 
ing the m other tree of the forest, and 
he stopped long enough to tell us the 
difficulty he had in getting the beauti­ 
ful graded road across the Bauta Cruz 
mountain which passes through this 
great forest. 
This road was built by 
an appropriation by the State. 
The 
grade on tills road across (he Santa I 
Cruz mountain w-ns twenty-two miles. I 
and 
in 
many places one could ride I 
along and look down several hundred | 
feet. 
The trees were as high as .'OOI 
feet. 
We were told that it took a 
man two days to climb one and come | 
down. 
This brings us to the close of| 
our journey before reaching the great 
city of San Francisco.

INDIANAPOLIS, 
Ind., 
Sept. 16.— 
Starting the engine of a motor car five 
miles away from where the operator 
of the vehicle stood was a seeming 
miracle performed this week at tile 
Indiana state fair by means of a self­ 
starte r and a wireless telegraph In­ 
strum ent. 
A complete wireless outfit, consist­ 
ing of motor generator, transform ers, 
relays and other paraphernalia, was 
installed iii the show windows of the 
local Overland branch. This was con­ 
nected witii an aerial on the roof of 
the building and by stepping the alter­ 
nating current lip from lid volts to 
16,000 volts, the apparatus made it 
possible to send messages 300 miles. 
An Overland car on exhibition at 
the fair grounds five miles away was 
fitted up with a receiving apparatus 
and the necessary autom atic switches 
and relays for throwing on and off the 
electric current of the starter 
and 
magneto. 
An autom atic switch was 
regulated so as to allow the car to run 
for 45 seconds, after which the mag 
neto was cut off. 
The operation of 
starting the car was repeated at nve- 
minute intervals. 
One of the most interesting features 
of the experiment was the fact that 
the entire operation of starting the car 
was accomplished without the aid of 
a human hand. 
A time switch, in­ 
stalled in connection with the wireless 
outfit in the city, controlled the entire 
operation. 
From the time Governor 
Ralston of Indiana put the car in op­ 
eration the first time by touching a 
key at the sending station, until the 
last day of the fair, the starting and 
stopping of the car was taken care of 
autom atically.

wheel skid, when the car gets corn-j 
pletely out of control and probably 
brings up against a telegraph pole or' 
a lamp post, or sonic other immovable 
obstruction with considerable damage 
to the vehicle. 
The reporter In these 
cuseB finds the steering gear of the 
car badly crumpled up and assigns as 
the cause of the accident “failure of 
the steering gear,” when in reality this 
wus simply a result from a totally dif­ 
ferent cause. 
Mechanical failures in 
the modern motor caf are probably 
almost non-existent, and it is doubt­ 
ful if they account for one-tenth of one 
per cent of the accidents that occur.

Skids May Occur Oil Dry 
Roads As Result of Gravel, 
Dust or Sand 


CAR TRACKS MENACE 
IN WET WEATHER 


Eternal Vigilance Is Needed; ; 
MoToR Writer Gives 
Helpful Hints 


• I'iie fear of skidding is the begin-! 
iiing 
of 
many 
skids, for a nervous 
driver m akes a nervous car,' 
writes! 
Murray Fahnestock in Motor. 
“But, j 
even as ghosts lose their terrors as 
they become b etter known, so. too,, 
drivers lose much of their fear as they 
become better acquainted 
with 
the 
causes and effects of skidding." 
F ahnestock goes on to say that an 
autom obile never skids without cause. 
.Motorists should rem em ber this, the j 
w riter says, as it serves to remove the 
unexpectedness from skidding and en­ 
ables Hie driver to anticipate and often 
prevent a skid. 
By 
studying 
the 
causes of skids they can often be elim­ 
inated and the necessity of applying 
th e 
remedy 
removed. 
“The causes 
are contained in the natural laws ot 
friction and inertia, and study ut these 
laws will make a better as well as uj 
safer driver.” 
Even the man 
who 
generally drives in tine weather is at , 
some tim e or other caught in the rain.; 
and if he has given attention to the 
causes of side slips he is far more apt 
to return home safely than if he wait­ 
ed to have the subject thrust upon 
him. 
Dry Road Dangers 
Even when the road is dry, says 
Fahnestock, there are possibilities of I 
slipping on loose graven dust or sand. 
"Prevention 
is 
better 
than 
cure." 
F ahnestock goes on to say, and a' skid 
prevented is far better than a trip to 
the repair shoji. 
Tire 
chains 
and 
other forms of non-skid devices are 
most effective, fait they can be greatly 
assisted by better driving, which is 
tile cheapest form of insurance." 
Roads are made very slippery 
by 
sudden showers, 
for 
then a greasy 
scum forms, and this is washed away 
by a ifmg continued 
rain. 
Danger 
from 
skidding also lurks on oiled 
roads, and these should he watched, 
especially if tile car comes upon them 
at a high rate of speed. 
"T he camber,

Car Tracks a Menace 
Fahnestock then says, "Car tracks 
m ay bt very slippery when wet, espe­ 
cially if they project much above tile 
surface of the road, and they should 
be t russed as nearly at right angles 
as possible. 
Even chains on the tires 
may not altogether prevent skidding, 
when turning out of car tracks, and 
the driver should watch for a sudden 
swerve as the rear wheels cross the 
rails.
